UN M.A.C. Blames 
Israel For Flareup 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — The 
charge that Israel was re- 
sponsible for the border up- 
risings with Syria, made by 
the Israel-Syrian Mixed Ar- 
mistice Commission meeting 
came as some surprise, but 
was not unexpected. Israel 
refused to meet with the 
group when the chairman of 
the United Nations body 
placed on its agenda a dis- 
cussion of the status of the 
demilitarized zone, 





The demiliarized zone is 
wholly within Israel, and Is- 
rael’s position has always 
been that keeping peace in 
the zone is Israel’s sovereign 
obligation, In withdrawing 
from the meeting, Avraham 
3iran, of the foreign ministry 
explained that Israel was, 
prepared to meet Syrian au- 
thorities for any discussion 
of peace or restoration of 
quiet on the frontier, but only 
so long as “nothing is raised 
pertaining to the demilitarized 
zone, west of the boundary 
line.”

HAGERTY TOLD The POST 
and OPINION, “The President 
certainly never intended to imply 
or suggest that sympathies for 
Israel in any way affect the loy- 
alty of American Jews to the 
United States. 

Eisenhower told the Washing- 
ton press corps that just prior 
to the Sinai campaign he warned 
Abba Eban (who was then Israel 
Ambassador to the U.S.) against 
“allowing” any U.S. sentiment in 
this country particularly “Jewish 
sympathy” to encourage the use 
of force to settle international 
issues. 


EISENHOWER said: “And I 
told hin# (Eban) if he thought 
this would have any part, iota 
of influence on the election or 
that that would have any influ- 
ence on me, he should disabuse 
his mind about it.” 

A week later at his next press 
conference, Eisenhower correct- 
ed himself and said it was the 
late Secretary of State John Fos- 
ter Dulles who met with Eban. 
Eisenhower said he conferred 
with Dulles a few minutes before 
the Secretary of State met with 
Eban. He said Dulles relayed his 
views to Eban.

INVOLVED IN the discussions 
here are leaders of the United 
Jewish Appeal and which is non-

latter two are of course Zionist, 
with the Jewish Agency being 
the executive arm of the World 
Zionist Organizations. 

The negotiations got under way 
here seriously with the return 
of Nahum Goldmann from his 
trip to Israel and Europe. At the 
actions committee meetings in 
Israel the proposed new Ameri- 








can Jewish Agency, which is not 
the name selected for the new 
group, was to have been made 
up of one-third from each of the 
three organizations—the Jewish 
Agency, the United Jewish Ap- 
peal and the United Israel Ap- 
peal.

Prospects for No-War, No Peace 
Atmosphere in Mid-East Likely 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — The 
Syrian border has quieted down 
and the prospects of a no-war, 
no-peace atmosphere seems likely 
in the Middle East again. 

Analyzing the latest Arab. 
Israel flareup, Dana Adams 
Schmidt of the New York Times 
wrote, “the last thing Nasser 
wants ig war with Israel.” 


NASSER, IN FACT, actually 
welcomes the UNEF troops on 
the Gaza border as a safety valve 
against the Israelis. Nasser also 
is reported to hear less clamor 
from the Arabestreet mobs for 
war, who have twice been taught 
that war with Israel is quite un- 
profitable. 

The feeling in Israel circles is 
that there won’t be any serious 
trouble with the Arabs despite 


occasional shootings on_ the 
border. 

THE GROWING wunresi in 
Syria under the Nasser regime 


touched off the recent clashes in 
the demilitarized zone, it {s be- 





lieved here. Syria hag bean in 
open turmoil ever since the resig- 
nation of Ba’thist Ministers a few 
months ago, Nasser himself flew 
to Damascus early this week to 
try to iron out the serious inner 
troubles in Syria and to find a 
solution to the open rift between 
Syria and Iraq. 

Meanwhile, Shimon Peres, Is 
rael’s Deputy Minister of De 
fense, announced that Israel is 
finding it difficult to buy arms. 
especially armor, from the West- 
ern powers. 

PERES’ STATEMENT fol 
lows the complete failure of the 
United Nations to break the 
Egyptian blockade of the Suez 
Canal against Israeli shipping. 
Hammarskjold’s reticence to 
speak out on the Suez Canal is 
being bitterly attacked in the Is 
raeli press. The Israelis are also 
highly critical of the United 
States’ passive acceptance of the 
Egyptian blockade. 

Peres said that arm$’ purchases 
from European countries would 





in the future have to depend on 
the consent of all European na- 
tions.. The Israel Cabinet last 
week . decided to step-up arms 
purchases because of the contin- 
ued flow of arms to Egypt from 
the Communist bloc. 

The Cabinet also decided not 
to give up the fight for free pas 
sage through the Suez Canal. 


MEANWHILE, Israel an- 
nounced its refusal to meet with 
Syria and the United Nations 
Mixed Commission to discuss the 
demilitarized zone. Israel _ re- 
newed its desire to meet directly 
with Syria representatives to re. 
duce tension in the demilitarized 
zone area. 


Israel also said it is prepared 
to meet with the Arab residents 
of Tawafik who claim ownership 
of land in the Demilitarized 
Zone, to discuss ways of en- 
abling them to cultivate their 
land, as soon as all Syrian forces 
are withdrawn from the Demil- 
itarized Zone,

The Israeli Philharmonic Or- 
chestra of Tel Aviv will include 
the works of Wagner and Struass 
on their programs. 





Aliya of Next Decade 
Will Be Middle Class 

TEL AVIV (P-O) — Immigra 
tion to Israel during the next 
decade will be almost exclusively 
middle-class, Leon Dultzin, head 
of the Jewish Agency Economic 
Department said. 

Small undertakings, small fac- 
tories is the answer to the prob- 


lem. of how to get sizeable middle 
class immigration, he said. 


PARTICIPATING in the talks 
between the three groups is the 
Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds. Irving Kane, 
president, said that it would be 
premature even to discuss the 
present status of negotiations, 
He said the CJFWF “certainly 
was participating in talks going 
on between the Jewish Agency 
and the United Jewish Appeal.” 

All funds allocated by the new 
American Agency must be for 
philanthropic purposes, accord- 
ing to the tax department. In 
addition they must go difectly 
to the beneficiary, not through 
an intermediary group as heres 
tofore, 

AS A RESULT, the education. 
al and propaganda work conduct. 
ed in the U.S. under the aegis 
of the Jewish Agency, will now 
be transferred to the American 
Zionist Council. 

This will place the Herzl Insti- 
tute, a publishing and educational 
wing of the Jewish Agency, under’ 
the arm of the AZC. The AZC, 
which is made up of every Amerl- 
can Zionist organization, hereto- 
fore has been the principal pub- 
lic relations arm of the USS. 
Zionist Movement. The American 
Christian Palestine Committee is 
closely related to the AZC. 

THE BUDGET of the AZC, 
heretofore approximately $800,- 
000 annually, will now be in- 
creased to $1,500,000 because of 
its new load of work, but where 
the funds will come from has 
yet to be decided. There are some 
voices who believe that AZC and 
its place in the U.S. Jewish com- 
munity would both benefit from 
a drive for funds, because of the 
educational aspects of such an 
effort, 

The announcement (P-O, Feb, 
12) that UJA funds would not 
be allocated to Israeli political 
parties after 1960 is part of the 
reformation demanded by the tax 
officials. The political parties re- 
ceived these funds through the 
Jewish Agency in exchange for 
promises not to conduct funde 
raising campaigns in the U.S, 
Jewish community. The amount 
received by the Israeli parties 
totalled approximately $2 million, 

JUST WHAT the precise ma- 
chinery will be for the transfer 
of funds from the Jewish Agency 
to the beneficiaries in Israel and 
elsewhere is still to be deter- 
mined. UJA funds have been al- 
located principally to bringing 
new immigrants to Israel and 
providing them with housing for 
their integration into their new 
life there,

Some people, weak-mind- 
ed, or with criminal tendencies, 
are inclined to imitate what they 
read about. And as more cases 
are reported, even more persons 
will be led to commit the acts 
described in such detail. 
CONSCIOUS of the irresponsi- 
bility, the committee of editors 
of Israel’s daily newspapers care- 
fully considered what might be 
done. They did not agree that 
banning publication of crime 
news would automatically result 
in the elimination of criminals.

It is the function of the press to 
report events as they occur. Still, 
what would happen if greater 
contro] were exercised over the 
publicity? No one knows, be- 
cause the attempt had never been 
made. 

Hence it was that the commit- 
tee decided, and the Israeli press 
has now put into effect, an in- 
teresting form of self-censorship. 
Use of the word “suicide” has 
been banned from the press. In 
reporting such cases, the news 
account will say only that the 
person had “died under tragic 
circumstances,” or had “died sud- 
denly” or had died “an unexpect- 
ed death.” No details of any kind 
shall be given, not even mention 
of the fact that the deceased “had 
left a letter.” Photographs of 
the victim or of his home are 
not permitted. In the case of the 
death of an entire family, like 
the one cited, it would be permis- 
sible only to say that “an entire 
family was found dead; it is be- 
lieved that they died under tragic 
circumstances.” An unsuccessful 
attempt at suicide may be men- 
tioned, but without names, not 
even initials. 

ACTUAL SUICIDE may be re- 
ferred to only if committed 
against a background of crime, 
treason, politics, but without de- 
tails. Personally a man found 
guilty of embezzelment, who

have a basis on which to decide 
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Status-Seeking Patterns 
In State of Flux in Israel 


LONDON (P-O)—What is the 
status of status-seeking in Is- 
rael? 

Special staus conditions have 
always applied to the Israelis, 
although in the past few years, 
British and American status 
symbols have penetrated into the 
fabric of Israeli society. This 
view was advanced by Jon Kim- 

che, editor of the highly-regarded 
Jewish Middle East Observer and 
Review of London. 

The priorities of status in the 
British and American Jewish 
world. Kimche says, rate in this 
order: 

(1) Recognition by non-Jews: 

(2) Money—and how it is spent 
for Israel and for charitable pur- 
poses; 

(3) Learning—if it is combined 
with either recognition from non- 
Jews or with wealth. 


ALTHOUGH THESE status 
symbols have gradually entered 
into Israeli society, the process 
has been much more complex 
than in the Diaspora, Kimche 
writes, because Israel’s status 
priorities were totally different 
to start with from those among 
British and American Jewery. 

Until the birth of the State in 
1948, the pioneers in the kibbutz, 
or those developing the land in 
another way, held the top-rank- 





ing status positions in the coun 


try and in the counsels of the 
Yishuv, Kimche states. 

In 1948 came the first major 
shift of emphasis. 


THE PIONEER on the land 
was overtaken by heroes of the 
Hagana and Army commanders 
in the War of Independence. 

But by 1951 the settlers, par- 
ticularly the veteran settlers, had 
regained their status precedence 
over the armed forces and es 
pecially over the new immi-. 
grants, 

By 1956, the Jewish Observer 
editor writes, two new groups 
had emerged. Money started to 
play an increasingly important 
role as a well-to-do Israeli group 
began to emerge and buy cars 
and move into expensive flats. 


BUT THIS wealthy business- 
man class which is starting to de- 
velop some un-Israeli type osten- 
tious buying habits, has not yet 
achieved the same pre-eminence 
which they enjoy in America and 
British status ranking, Kimche 
states, 

Those Israelis able to afford 
some of the better things, still 
rank in status, far below the new 
status leaders: Some Cabinet 
ministers, director-generals of 
Ministries, leading managers and 
well-known soldiers.

Toward Judaism, Hille] Rabbi Says 


By MAXINE HOCHMAN 

Jewish college students are 
ashamed of their religion, and 
their pariens, Rabbi Jonah 
Weinberg, of the Jewish Culture 
Foundation at New York Uni- 
versity, told this reporter. 

“The young college student to- 
day refuses to identify with Ju- 
daism or with anything that 
smacks of Jewishness,” the 
youthful rabbi declared. He 
blamed poor parental teaching 
and bad attitudes toward reli- 
gion in the home as the main 
causes of the trend away from 
Judaism by students 

RABBI WEINBERG said that 
Jewish students today are bur- 
dened with many misconceptions 
about their religion. He said that 
this confusion breeds negative 
feelings, bordering on “self-hate” 
for young Jews who are sorry 
that they have been born into 
Judaism, 

The rabbi said that the uni- 
versities and collges are helpless 
when it comes to changing these 
negative attitudes, because they 
begin in the home, and are al- 


ready deeply ingrained in the 
individual when he comes to col- 
lege 

“All the university can do is 


provide a building for religious 
use,” the rabbi said. “Although 
the university’s attitude towards 


religion is good, it cannot do 
much to help.” 
Rabbi Weinberg said that the 


Jewish Culture Foundation at the 
university does not concentrate 
on any specific religious doc. 
trine in its activities. “If the em- 
phasis were put on religion,” he 
declared sadly, “we would not 
have a turnout.” 

ASKED HOW many young re. 
ligious Jewish students he knew 
at the university, the rabbi re- 





plied that he did not know any 
who were truly religious. “Judg- 
ing by the present student body,’ 


he said, “not one would turn out 
for a prayer.” 
The rabbi said that even an 


Orthodox Jew, once caught up 
in college life, begins to veer 
away from religion when he finds 
he has No time for it. 

IN DISCUSSING the lack of 
religious feeling among students. 
Rabbi Weinberg implied that it 
was the colleges themselves that 
were partially responsible fo1 
their (students) attitude. He said 
that the professional training 
given in the colleges makes the 
Jewish students feel that their 
religion will be an obstacle to 
advancement in the _ business 
world. 

RABBI WEINBERG said that 
many Jewish students would not 
think twice about marrying out 
of their religion. “I’ve had stu- 
dents come to me who were con 
sidering marrying out of the Jew- 
ish faith and were completely un 
aware of the problems they would 
have to face,” said the rabbi. 

The rabbi said that the inter- 
marriage rate on campus is not 
high. However, he add that a 
feeling for Judaism was not the 
reason for the low rate. He said 
the main deterring force when it 
came to marrying out of the re 
ligion was a fear of being “so- 
cial outcasts” and of angering 
parents. The rabbi said that so- 
ciology and psychology courses 
taught in the colleges do more 
to explain the dangers of inter. 
marriage to students than does 
religion or parents, 

AND WHO or what is to blame 
for the lack of religious feeling 
among Jewish students? Rabbi 
Weinberg says that the fault lies 
with the parents. “There is little 





teaching of Judaism in the 
home. Teaching Judaism shouid 
start in the cradle. Most of these 
students have never lived as 
Jews. This is why they are so 
lax towards religion.” 

The rabbi stated that the Jew- 
ish community, as well as the 
home, was negligent in making 
the young Jew understand and 
appreciate his religion. He cited 
Long Island temples as failing in 
their job to educate Jewish chil- 
dren in the ways of their religion. 


IN THESE cases, said Rabb; 
Weinberg, the rabbi’s hands are 
tied. “Those ignoramuses who 
serve on committees — because 
they have an extra dollar—these 
are the ones.” 

Rabbi Weinberg said that Tem 
ple policy is usually determined 
by those who serve on certain 
committees. The children of these 
committee members belong to the 
young group in the temple, and 
are victims of their parent’s lack 
of perception. The rabbi sug 
gested that certain Jewish groups 
are willing to neglect their chil- 
dren’s spiritual training as jong 
as they mingle with other Jewish 
youths and are not exposed to the 
dangers of intermarriage. 


“At a bar mitzva — which 1s 
supposed to be a totally religious 
thing — parents dance, kiss one 
another and other wives and hus 
bands, tell dirty jokes, and make 
a grand party of the whole affair 
How can children grow up to be 
good Jews in such an atmos- 
phere?” the rabbi said. 


RABBI WEINBERG said that 
many young Jews do not even 
have a concept of God. “Many 
Jewish students say there is no 


God,” declared the rabbi, “and 
some just don’t know. I’ve had 
some _ students come to me 





Dawn of Intellectual J udaism 





Young Thinkers Discuss 
‘New Judaism’ on Campuses 


By MAXINE HOCHMAN 


NEW YORK (P-O) — A new 
Judaism is being born on the 
college campus. 

Conceived in the minds of 
young intellectuals who cannot 
accept Judaism in its original 
Sense, the new Judaism is now 


being formed at_ discussions 
around the tables in college cafe- 
terias everywhere, by Jewish 
Students with coffee cups in hand 
and philosophy texts at their 
Sides. 

THIS IS THE dawn of Intel- 
lectual Judaism. 

In answer to Rabbi Jonah 
Weinberg’s statements to the ef- 
fect that Jewish college students 


are ashamed of their religion, 
the students have replied that 
they are ashamed of the old Jew- 


ish culture and religion, not of 
the new. It was evident from the 
answers given that students 
lumped religion and culture to- 
gether and could not distinguish 
between the two. 

“The stereotype of the Jew 
Selling herring and suits on the 
East Side is the source of our 
Shame,” said Robert Feit, a grad- 
uate student of journalism at 
New York University. “We want 
to change this into the vision of 
the young, proud individual who 
te snieiigant and creative,” he 


ALL OF THE students ques- 





tioned in an informal survey 
flatly stated that they would 
have nothing to do with Judaism 
as represented by what they 
called the “ritualistic nonsense 
that goes on in the Temples and 
in some homes.” 

The students said that if they 
observed Jewish holy days, it 
was only because of parental 
pressures, and not because they 
believed in them. Five students 
are quoted here. About a dozen 
others who were also questioned 
voiced almost identical opinions. 

Intellectual Judaism places em- 
phasis upon Jewish history and 
culture for its educational values, 
and mention of God is made only 
in relation to_ philosophical 
theory. 

“We are going to change ‘Jew’ 
from a dirty word into a word 
to be respected, not only by Jews 


themselves, but by others as 
well,” said Brenda Rubin, a For- 
est Hills, N. Y. student. “Of 


course we are ashamed of our 
religion as it stands today. What 
has it given us? Nothing but a 
heritage of penny-pinching old 
men who think they are absolv- 
ing their sins by starving 24 
hours a year. If we are going to 
have a religion, then we will 
make it stand for more than that 
to our children,” she said, 
ANOTHER STUDENT, Bob 
Burg. of Long Island City, re- 





barked that Judaism “is just as 
far away from me and other 
college students like me as the 
planet Mars.” But when asked 
about Intellectual Judaism, he 


brightened immediately. “Ah, 
that means something,” he ex- 
plained. 

“Rabbi Weinberg was _ right 


when he said that we refuse to 
identify with anything that 
‘smacks of Jewishness’ and that 
some of us actually hate our- 
selves for being Jews,” said Paul 
Burnbach, a physical education 
student at Long Island Univer- 
sity. “This is because there is 
the taint of ignorance and cheap- 
ness on Judaism as many know 
it today. By what is beyinning to 
be called Intellectual Judaism 
we hope to erase that stigma and 
replace it with a fresh, sophis 
ticated concept that the young 
intelligent Jew can respect.” 

ARLENE GOLD, a 21-year-old 
math major at City College, hit 
at the Very roots of Intellec- 
tual Judaism in her reply. ‘We 
need a dynamic, workable Juda- 
ism that will fill the vacuum left 
when we cast off the chains of 
the old rigid Judaism,” she said. 
“We're not interested in ritual. 
We have to have a religion that 
will stimulate our minds; one 
that will give us something to 
be proud of. It’s either that or 
nothing.” 


straight from the spychiatrist’s 
office.

However, the rabbi said that 
some Jewish college student: 
cannot identify with Judaism 


They are not at all familiar with 
their religion, he said. 

The rabbi said that his con 
cept of a good Jew was one who 
“does everything with blessings 
to God and thanks for His good 
ness.” 

“Unfortunately,” said the rab- 
bi, “only those who have re 
ceived a Yeshiva education are 
this way. Only Jews who are 
trained in the religion can grow 
up tg be real Jews,” he declared 


IN SPEAKING of the many 
young Jews in college who have 
turned from their religion, Rabhi 
Weinberg said that great num 
bers of them suffer from fears 91 
persecution and are greatly con- 
fused. 

“You’d be amazed at how 
many of them need counseling’ 
he said with a sigh. 

The rabbi declared that these 
students have found nothing to 
fill the gap made by the lack of 
religion in their lives. 

‘The ignorant cannot be pious,” 
said the rabbi. “These students 
can be Einsteins, but they wil! 
not find self-fulfillment in Juda 
ism, for they know nothing otf 
their religion,”

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WHO MAKES DECISIONS? 


As will be seen from reading this and last week’s 
issues of The POST and OPINION, important changes in 
the structure of the method of transferring funds from 
the U.S. Jewish community to Israel are about to be made. 

THESE CHANGES affect almost every Jew who con- 
siders himself a part of the U.S. Jewish community, for 
most affiliated Jews do make contributions to their local 
annual drive for funds, a very important share of which 
goes to the United Jewish Appeal. 

These changes have been discussed within Zionist 
circles, and we're sure also in the upper echelons of the 
United Jewish Appeal and perhaps too in the top leader- 
ship of the Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds. . 

But this is hardly enough. 

HAD IT NOT been for the alertness of Moshe Kohn, 
our bureau chief in Israel, who cabled us the news break 
on this story, the rank and file of the U.S. Jewish com- 
munity would still be unaware of this important develop- 
ment. While we’re naming reporters, we should also con- 
gratulate Gershon Jacobson, our New York bureau chief 
who several months ago, broke the story about the division 
of the Jewish Agency for Palestine into two distinct oper- 
ations, one wholly American and the other for the Jewry 
of the remainder of the world. 

But our concern here is the method of making decisions 
so important that they affect us all. 

Is it right for everyone to be in the dark, while some- 
one wholly unappointed by us revises the agencies which 
control our funds? 

We think not. 

WE'RE NOT HERE accusing the people who are mak- 
ing these decisions of personal aggrandizement. Actually 
the direct opposite is true. Our pzoint is clear. Often 
leadership gets the feeling that it knows best and that dis- 
cussions with too many people leads only to delay and 
cften frustration. Their view here is valid, but this is 
the difference between democracy and autocracy, and you 
can’t have both. 

At the time we broke the story about the division of 
the Jewish Agency into two separate bodies, you would 
have thought that we had dropped an H-bomb so violent 
was the reaction from the Jewish leadership involved in 
fund-raising. 

THIS WAS OF course legitimate news, and as long 
as our source for the news story was accurate, it was our 
obligation to print the story. As of now, this story has 
not been printed in any other Anglo-Jewish paper, although 
we carried it some few months ago, nor even in the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency. ~ 

Our obligation as a newspaper is to our readers pri- 
marily, not to the Jewish leadership, and our decision now 
as always has been on the basis of the right of the Jewish 
community to know what is going on. 

The Jews of the U.S. have been too content to let 
the decisions be made for them. This is a costly and waste- 
ful luxury. We think it’s about time that U.S. Jewry as- 
serted itself and demanded the right to be consulted on 
changes which involve it so importantly. 


OUR RIGHTS YIELDED 


We don’t think there’s going to be any change in the 
attitude of the Administration towards the Arab boycott 
and the imposition of disabilities on U.S. Jews until Mr. 
Eisenhower begins to realize that an infringement of the 
rights of a segment of the citizenry is unconstitutional. 

THERE ARE MANY kinds of discrimination in the 
U.S., but none of them are legitimate within the frame- 
work of our constitution. 

We once had an Aaron Sapiro, a Jewish attorney who 
dared take Henry Ford into court for his preaching of 
hatred against the Jew. 

Now we have a situation which is even more serious. 
The Arab nations in their prosecution of their war against 
Israel have carried their animosity successfully into the 
domain of the rights of American Jewish citizens. 

WE THINK THE National Community Relations Ad- 
visory Council and other national Jewish organizations 
ought to consider seriously going before the courts to in- 
sure that the rights of American Jews cannot be bar- 
gained away by your government. 

This is not a question of the few U.S. Jews who may 
be suffering as the result of the United States’ acceptance 
of these discriminations set by Arab nations. This is a 
problem of the siow erosion of the rights of a group picked 
cut by a foreign nation for their displeasure for whatever 
reasons that at the moment may appear to be cogent. 

Do we know what next an administration may accept 
in a treaty which will impair our rights as American citi- 
zens? Isn't it time to take action now? 

AN ELECTION IS in the offing, but election promises 
are too easily forgotten. We call for direct action. The 
least we would suggest is a strong wire campaign to Mr. 
Eisenhower by every Jew who reads this editorial. 
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Although most of the faces in the national 
Jewish community are old ones whose names 
are familiar throughout Jewish households. in 
the U.S., every once in a while you run into 
a maverick, and when you do, your faith in 
the future zooms upward. 

THIS MAVERICK we're introducing you 
to is no youngster, albeit he can match wits 
and energy with any college student. 

He’s coming into his 73rd birthday any 
day now. 

He’s Israel Rogosin, a dynamo who’s put 
$6 million of his own money into a rayon 
mill in Israel, and he’s sore to the hilt be- 
cause other American Jews are not following 
his lead. He claims that when recently he was 
tendered a testimonial dinner by his many 
friends—he’s president of Beaunit Mills, one 
of the nation’s largest—that not one out of 
the 850 people present who heard him tell the 
story of the gigantic mill he has erected in 
Israel came to him the next day with an offer 
of funds to invest. 

THIS GIVES you an idea of the kind of 
guy he is. He let the American Jewish business 
man have it in no uncertain terms. He said 
bluntly that many American Jews have gone 
to Israel to invest, but they take a mere pit- 
tance along and ask the Israel government 
to supply the rest of the capital. 

Let us see if we can document our asser- 
tion that Rogosin is a maverick. 

In addition to his own $6 million, other 
American investors—many of them non-Jews, 
he told us—put up an additional $314 million. 
The total for the completed plant is $20 mil- 
lion. 


A GROUP OF sharp reporters for the 
Israeli press who were present at the confer- 
ence, bombarded Rogosin with challenging 
questions. He didn’t duck a one, from that 
which inquired whether he couldn’t make more 
of a profit by investing his money in the USS. 
to one which wanted to know why he hadn’t 
availed himself of one penny of the $104 mil- 
lion that Israel had agreed to lend the mills. 

Rogosin’s reply to every question was 
right to the point. No evasion. He said why 
should he use the funds Israel has agreed to 
loan the mills. If he did, then he’d have to 


pay Israel interest, and that didn’t make sense 


to him. 


ASKED ABOUT Israel's So-called tough- — 


to-deal with labor unions, he said he signed 
the quickest labor contract with the Histadrut 
that he’s ever signed with labor anywhere. 
Asked about the problem of working the 
mills on the Sabbath, he met that one head-on 
too. He said this was a problem, since it re- 
quired a 10-day continuous process from the 
time the raw material entered the mill until 
it was turned out in rayon and other fibers. 
If the process was halted at any one time, as 
for instance on the Sabbath, then it would be 
necessary to start from scratch all over again.

Rogosin said the Chief Rabbinate was most 
understanding and he indicated that he has 
worked out an agreement with them which 
would keep the mills operating on the Sab- 
bath, but with the religious workers given 
the day off. 


THE MILLS, Rogosin reported, are doing 
well. The first year of operation is about to 
close, and the profit is about 3 per cent. The 
next year should see this profit bound upward 
to about $2 million, which is no mean trick 
for a $9% million foreign investment. 

Rogosin revealed to the Jewish press that 
the newest wonder fiber, polypropylene, which 
is so new that only a few countries will pro- 
duce it this year, is going to be made at the 
Israel mills. The new fiber is superior to any- 
thing now being produced, and this will put 
Israel in the forefront in the international 
market. 

WHY IS ROGOSIN doing all of this at 
this age? Without having to ask, the report- 
ers learned that Rogosin was merely follow- 
ing the idealism of his parents who imbued 
him with the lofty, but which some consider 
parochial, feeling for his own people and the 
need to help them when such help was re- 
quired. 

The stock of the Israel mills will go on 
the American Exchange sqgon. This was pion- 
eered by the Hadera Paper Mills, which the 
Mazer family constructed in Israel a few years 
ago. 

We have an idea that Rogosin hopes to 
raise the additional monies needed to complete 
the mills by sale of the stock. We hope he 
can. He doesn’t want to use the money Israel 
has offered to lend him from its development 
budget. It’ll be a great day for Rogosin when 
the mills, paid for entirely from American 
capital, can be fully completed and compete 
successfully in world markets with products 
made by Israel labor. 

Who would deny Rogosin this satisfaction?

RELIGION IN ISRAEL TODAY, 
by Joseph Badi, $3.50 (Book- 
man Associates). 

Mr. Badi has appended to his 
study of religion and the church 
in Israel a full dossier of the 
documents and ordinances stem- 
ming from Balfour and the Man- 
date, including the declaration of 
independence and all important 
legislation to the present. Though 
he recognizes the part religion 
has played in Israel’s existence, 
he favors a virtually complete 
hands off policy today on the part 
of the rabbinate — “orthodoxy’s 
leaders close their eyes to reality 


and refuse to budge or to permit 
a natural and necessary religious 
development to fit our times.” 

However, the reviewer has 
himself heard members of the 
chief rabbinate proclaim their 
readiness to seek legal modifica- 
tions within the structure of tra- 
dition, even as to the seven-day 
operation of blast furnaces, but 
that they have never been ap 
proached or requested to make 
that study. “To fit the times” has 
been an eternal excuse of the 
non-conformists,

Marriage Bureau for Girls

Certainly, I agree with Helen 


Cohen that girls should attend 
college (P-O, Jan. 29), but there 
my thinking and hers on the sub- 
ject part company radically. Col- 
lege is no panacea for all prob- 
lems, no guarantee of a gradu- 
ate’s professional success, No as- 
surance that its students will be 
emotionally well-balanced or 
learned, and least of all is it a 
glorified marriage bureau. To en- 
courage girls to attend college 
to find a husband is shocking on 
two levels, it puts scholarship 
second to matrimony for the giri, 
and it sends provocative young 
women to campus to turn the 
heads of young men who should 
be putting scholarship before 
matrimony. 


THE PURPOSE of going to 
college is not to become wed, but 
to become wise. The time when 
youngsters went to college for a 
good time, to join Jewish frater- 
nities and sororities, to laed an 
easy gay life for four years be 
yond high school has long since 
fied. All but the most serious 
students are quickly washed out, 
and before that, only the bright- 
est are accepted. More and more 





colleges are dispensing with Jew- 
ish quotas — or for that matter 
— concern with a person’s race, 
creed or color, but simultaneous 
ly universities are raising en 
trance requirements and stand- 
ards, Students are expected to be 
intent upon learfing. 

This is not to say that I am 
not very much in favor of Jewish 
girls going to college. I, myself, 
was the first girl in my family 
(both on my mother’s and fa- 
ther’s ses) ever to suggest such 
an audacious ambition, and I 
can still hear my mother’s re 
sponse: “A _ college education, 
God forbid! You'll wash diapers 
without it!” 


THE UNIVERSE of the uni 
versity is a wonderful world, 
cpening up broad new horizons 
fir mankind (and in this I in 
clude womenkind). The intellect 
ual stimulation, the new con 
cepts of culture, even prepara- 
tion for a career in hundreds of 
exciting fields hitherto closed 
te women are the rewards of a 
college education. These should 
be a girl’s objective in seeking 
higher learning. Let’s not water 
down the standards by sending 


girls to school seeking spouses 
Young women in college are in 
evitably thrust into the compan 
ionship of young men with whom 
they will have a great deal in 
common, and many a campus Po. 
mance has made for a fine mar- 
riage. (Incidentally, I met my 
husband at the University of Wis- 
consin while we were both grad 
uate students. But the rewards 
of a college education are signifi 
cant even if the young woman re. 
turns home with only a_ bache- 
lor’s degree, without a bachelor 
in tow. Someday she will marry 
(with her degree making her a 
more _ interesting, intelligent, 
knowledgable person to live 
with), and she will have children 
(and we may assume that she 
has learned something of psycho- 
logy and of human nature to 
make her a better mother), ane 
her children will grow up. What 
then? 

THEN, IN her mature years, 
she will make use of her educa 
tion both as a human being and a 
citizen in her community, and 
she will be a richer more fufilled 
human being for all that.

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U.S. Admits Navy Takes Arab Boycott 
Into Account When Awar¢ina Contracts 


NEW YORK (P-O.- The 
White House admitted that the 
U. S. Navy took into considera- 
tion the Arab boycott against Is 
rael when drawing up contracts 
for the shipment of oil cargoes. 
But it held that the purpose 
and effect of the provisions in 
the Navy’s contracts have been 
widely misunderstood. 

The White House’s position 
was relayed in a letter from Gen 
eral W. B. Persons, Assistant to 
President Eisenhower to Adolf 
Held, chairman of the Jewish 
Labor Committee. Held had tele 
grammed Eisenhower protesting 
the arrangements made by the 
U. S. Navy in awarding contracts 
to American shipping firms. 


GENERAL Persons wrote: “On 
behalf of the President, I am re- 
plying to your recent telegram, 
concerning Navy shipping con- 
tracts. 

“The Secretary of the Navy 
advises that recent newspaper 
articles reflect a misunderstand. 
ing of the purpose and effect of 
contractual provisions in Naw 
charters. No vessel owner is 
precluded from bidding on a Gov 


ernment contract for the trans- 
portation of oil cargoes, In 
awarding contracts for ocean 


transportation, the fact that a 
vessel has or has not traded with 
Israel is not taken into consider- 
ation. 


“THE MILITARY Sea Trans- 
portation Service of the Navy 
is the agency responsible for 
ocean transportation for the De- 
partment of Defence. 

“That agency’s contracts, I am 
informed, has a provision putting 
ship owners on notice that ships 
that have traded with Israel may 
not be permitted by certain coun- 
tries to come into their ports. It 
spells out the options that the 
government may exercise in the 
event that a ship that has traded 
with Israel is not permitted to 
load. By doing so it assists the 
shipowner who might unknow 
ingly undertake a service he can 
not perform, and thus tends to 
avert financial loss to him. It is 
also of assistance to the govern- 
ment in preventing offerings of 
ships that would be unable to load 
important cargoes of aviation and 
fleet fuel.” 

Thre U.S.Government 
agencies are acting as “police 
men” for an Arab boycott of 
American vessels trading with 
Israel, shipping industry spokes. 
men said, the New York Times 
reported. 

The Agriculture Department 
and the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration have joined the Navy’s 
act. These agencies are pursuing 
a similar policy affecting Amer- 
ican dry-cargo vessels. 





Congress to Support Orlando Gideon Bible Case 


MIAMI (P-O) — The American 
Jewish Congress will appear in 
Orlando Circuit Court, Feb. 17. 
to argue that the suit to enjoin 
further distribution of Gideon 
Bibles in Orlando high schools is 
valid. the Jewish Floridian re- 
ported.
